Has Model 
O f Body 
O f Christ 


RO M E (U P I) — An Italian sculp­ 
tor has completed what he says 
is a reconstruction of the body of 
Christ, based on the marks visible 
on the holy shroud of Turin. 
The shroud, kept in the Turin 
Cathedral, 
is 
identified 
by 
tra­ 
dition as the one in which Christ’s 
body was wrapped after the cruci 
fixion. The church has never taken 
a stand on the authenticity of the 
shroud and the views of Catholic 
scholars are sharply divided. 
Sculptor Lorenzo Ferri said in 
an interview with the Rome news­ 
paper Telesera he carried out his 
reconstruction 
on 
the 
basis 
of 
nhotographs of the shroud made 
in 1911. one of the last times it 
was displayed in public. 
The shroud, a strip of brownish 
linen cloth about 13 by 3 feet, 
has been the nrivate property of 
the former Italian royal house of 
Savoy ever since it was donated 
in 1452 by Margaret of Worms to 
Anna of Lusignano, the wife of 
Louis I. 


The shroud bears marks which 
are generally interpreted as the 
negative picture of a person en­ 
cased in it. The image becomes 
positive in a photographic negative 
and shows clear and easily recog­ 
nizable features even to a forked 
beard. 
Ferri said that contrary to the 
current interpretation, the imprint 
on the shroud was not a negative 
but “ the meeting place of lines of 
pain.” 
He said his reconstruction show­ 
ed that Christ was 6 feet, 2 inches 
tall, that His legs were not broken 
as 
was 
normally 
done 
before 
crucifixion and that 
there were 
no supports on the cross for His 
feet.

floor.

The ground floor 
or the first floor, depending on 
how you look at it.
